:|'the fiscal .policy:-was presented.to the 


convention and’ adopted, he made no 
protest. ‘Two hours afterward he pre- 
sented ‘a resolution on reciprocity and 
gave utterance to these high senti- 
ments. 

“I claim sincerity as a great filing 
fn politics, and so it should be. Poli- 
tics is not a mere game; it should not 
be a mere game. Unless there is at 
the bottom of it a conviction that a 
man is doing that which he believes 
to be right; unless there is a convic- 
tion that the policy that he has be- 
fore him is good for the country, then 
it is a -poor, miserable game carried 
on for the sake of power.” 

Noble sentiments, but Mr. Fielding, 
accerding to his own confession, has 
deliberately deceived the: Liberal 
party and the country on the fiscal 
issue. What is more remarkable is 
that, as he admits, disagreeing from 
his party,:the next day he made a 
strong bid for° the leadership, and 
thus gave full-approval to the then 
‘policy adopted. What more caljous 
:regard for political morality was his 
subsequent remark (after his defeat 
for the leadership) that “platforms 


-| Were made to get in on and: not to 


stand on.” 

Mr. Fielding has justified ‘his own 
statement that politics “is a poor, 
miserable game, carried on for the 
sake of power.” | 

But thera {s stronger evidence of 
Mr. Fielding’s duplicity. Some of 
his associates at the Liberal conven- 
tion declare that on the resolutions 
committee he accepted the fiscal pol- 
icy he now repudiates. One goes so 
far as to say that the greater part 
of the resolution was written by Mr. 
Fielding. This is the last clause of 
the fiscal pledge now repudtated. 

“And the Liberal party  herepy 
pledges itself to implement by legis- 
lation the proyisfons of this resolu- 
tion when returned to power.” 

Some members of the olution 
committee objected to fthis | pledge, 
but others pointed to the failure to 
give effect to their policy after the 
former convention of 1894, and said 
they “had:to make it strong or the 
people wouldn’t belfeve them.” Prob- 
ably Mr. Fielding may have objected 
to.this pledge, having made and brek- 
en the policy made in 1894 and know- 
ing he was going to do the same 
with the one made in 1019. f 

The facts are that Mr. Fielding by 
word and deed subscribed to the 
Liberal fiscal policy in 1919 and that 
he has by his own admissfon never 
believed in it nor never intended to 
give effect to ft.

PROPOSAL TO MAKE 
HOME, BREW ILLEGAL 


Ottawa, June 15.—“Home brew 
will shortly be fllegal in Canada, if 
the house of commons in committee 
on the budget resolutions passes one 
of the proposed amendments to the 
Inland Revenue Act placed before it 
by Hon. W. S. Fielding, minfster of 
finance. 

The effect of the amendment will 
be, according to officials of the de- 
partment of ifiland revenue, that 
once the amending bill has passed 
the house and receives royal assent, 
thousands of licences issued to indi- 
viduals allowing them to brew beer 
for their own use will be _ voided. 
After this bill comes into effect, no 
One except brewers, regularly licens- 
ed as such by the department of in-

MAY CALL SESSION 

Cabri, Sask., June 15.—“If the. Dom- 
infon government creates enabling 
machinery of a character which will 
give us, if supplemented by provin- 
clal legislation, a. wheat marketing 
similar to that which operated in 1919, 
the government of the province of 
Saskatchewan is willing to call a 
special session..of the Saskatchewan 
legislature in order that we might 
pass the necessary supplementary leg- 
islation.

CANADA'S MEMORIAL 


The June number of the Canadian 
Red Cross magazine contained a cut 
of a model of the monument which 
the Dominion Government will erect 
in France in memory of ‘Canada's 
honored sons who gave their lives 
for Liberty and-who sleep upon the 
battlefields. 

Decision has not been made as to 
site: It was at first proposed to 
build it upon Hill 62, but later con- 
siderations have inclined to Vimy 
Ridge. A further review of possible 
sites will be made before final choice. 
The following is the sculptor’s des- 
cription of the monument: 

“At the base of the impregnable 
wall of defence are the defenders; 
one group showing—the--breaking of 
the sword; the other the sympathy 
of the Canadians for the helpless. 
Above—symbolizing the forces of 
war—are the mouths of guns decor- 
ated with oJive and laurels. On the 
wall stands an heroic figure of Cana- 
da brooding over the graves of her 
valiant dead. Below is suggested a 
military grave with helmet and mili- 
tary ,accoutrements. . Behind the 
figure of Canada stand two pylons 
symbolizing the two forces—Canadian 
and French. Between these at the 
base is the Spirit of Sacrifice, who, 
giving all, throws the torch to his 
comrade. Looking up they see the 
figures of Penco, Justice, Truth and 
Knowledge representing the ideals 
for which they fought. These figures 
are chanting the Hymn of Peace. 
Displayed near the figures are the 
shields of Britain, Canada and 
France and on the outside of the 
pylons is the cross.’’ 

The memorial will be 135 feet high 
and 225 feet wide. The sculptor, 
Walter S. Allward, of Toronto, will 
personally supervise the work of 
casting all the bronzes and of erect- 
ing the monument ypon {ts site, 

The monument was chosen by a 
commission appointed by the Dom- 
inion government. Competitions were 
invited and 160 designs were submit: 
ted. They were judged by a sub- 
committee of experts representing 
Canada, France and Great Britain. 
From the 160 designs seventeen were 
selected as suffictently good to war- 
rant the artists being requested to 
make models to scale. This was 
done, and the choice of the monu- 
ment to be erected was made after 
an examination of the models. Mr. 
W. 8. Allward’s design was finally 
accepted. 

Mr. Allward {s a. sculptor with 
high artistic ability and has carried 
out some very striking designs, 
among them being the memorial to 
the fallen in the South African War 
which stands at the south end of 
University Avenue in Toronto. To- 
wards the erection of the monument 
to Canada’s dead in the Great War 
he will devote the best of his energy 
for as long a time as is necessary to 
make the work a great one and 
worthy of the high purpose for which 
it {s intended. He estimates that it 
may take five years to complete it in 
every detafl,

Noted British Physician Condemns 
Lacteal Fluid as Food for Adults 


London, June 14.—“Is there any 
One subject today upon which doc- 
tors agree?” asks a sceptical news- 
paper commenting on the advice of 
Dr. Cecil Webb-Johnson, who _ has 
said: “Never drink milk; it is an un- 
natural food save for the young.” 

Giving his reasons for this revolu- 
tionary opinion, Dr. Webb-Johnson, a 
specialist on diet, said to a question- 
er! 

“We are the only animals in the 
world who drink milk after infancy. 
The domestic cat, {t may be pointed 
out, drinks milk after it has grown 
up, but this is purely a domestic 
habit. 

“The idea has been handed down 
through generations that milk is a 
good thing to drink when you _ are 
ill. I think it is the worst thing, and 
I never allow my patients to have it. 
It causes constipation, flatulence, a 
dirty tongue and leads to rheumatism. 
Taken in excess it often causes ap- 
pendicitis. 

“Nature does not intend milk to be 
taken after the purpose for which it 
was provided has been fulfilled. I 
prefer hard food always. Frequently 
—sometimes habitually—people will 
go whole days without hard food of 
any description. That, for one thing, 
is bad for the teeth. Celery, apples, 
and other things that make you bite 
should be on the table every day.

“OUR OTTAWA LET LETTER. 


Sidelights on Life In Parliament as 
the Session Draws to a Close. 


Ottawa, June 7th—Mr. Fielding’s 
budget proposals have been under fire 
during another week. The curious 


part of it is that his critics are num- 
bered not alone in the ‘Opposition 
ranks, but come from the Govern- 
ment side as well. Protectionist Lib- 
erals object to lowered duties, free- 
traders complain because they were 
not lowered further. The increased 
sales tax, the excise on beet sugar, 
the stamp tax—indeed, ‘every feature 
of the budget, probably has been 
criticized by members behind Mr. 
Fielding himself, as well as  Con- 
servatives and Progressives. Lib- 
erals are prepared to talk against 
certain of the proposals, and to ex- 
plain to the veteran finance minister 
the shortcomings of his budget—but 
they make it clear at the same time 
that they will vote precisely as usual. 
What if the Liberal party did solemn- 
ly pledge itself to implement by legis- 
lation all manner of pledges which 
are now ignored? As Hon. J. B. M. 
Baxter exclaimed in the House: “The 
prospect of a return to power was the 
glory of it all—the hope of power and 
the realization of power.” 

Two outstanding instances of this 
party loyalty that overshadows all 
else may bo quoted. W. @. Raymond, 
Liberal candidate in Brantford,. ig- 
nored the famoue platform, with its 
“free implements” and ran as a pro- 
tectionist. The Meighen government 
was assailed in his riding for having 
made certain cuts in implement duties 
and for having permitted, as a tem- 
porary measure, free entry of farm 
tractors valued under $1,400. Mr. 
Raymond defeated the sitting mem- 
ber, W. F. Cockshutt, a consistent 
protectionist. Recently he accom- 
panied a Brantford delegation to Mr. 
Fielding to urge that implement 
duties remain. The new budget 
lowers the general tariff on. all the 
items upon which the prosperity of 
manufacturing Brantford depends, 
and makes tractors permanently 
duty-free. ‘Does Mr. Raymond pro- 
test? Only to the extent of making 
a speech in the House in favour of 
protection. He explains that he must 
support the budget and the govern- 
ment because he has always been a 
Liberal and “for reasons deep within 
my being.” The trouble is that the 
electorate can only form its conclue- 
fons from campaign pledges, and 
these reasons deep within the candi- 
date’s being are not put forward at 
election time. 

The other example is a member 
who holds opposite views on the 
tariff, though he also is seated be- 
hind Mr. Fielding and Mr. King. An- 
drew R. McMaster, member for 
Brome, is a free trader, and doesn’t 
care who knows it. He even quizzed 
Mr. Raymond during his protectionist 
speech. He is opposed to the sales 
tax, as it works out. One would 
think that there was nothing in the 
whole budget for Mr. McMaster. 
How does he justify his. support? 
Curiously enough, he finds in it 
ground for hope that the government 
is moving toward a tariff for revenue 
only, and—here is a confession which 
will later rise up to confront Liberal 
campaign speakers in Ontario—tariff 
for revenue is the principle of free 
trade. As for Mr. Raymond, the 
member for Brome sizes him up 
thus: 

“My friend is a Liberal. I know 
he is a Liberal. ‘His face shows he is 
a Liberal; the tones of his voice, his 
demeanor, show he is a Liberal. But, 
alas, he has lived too long in Brant- 
ford, where misconception and ignor- 
ance upon fiscal matters are such 
that even the elect do fall.” 

So while Mr. (Raymond sticks to 
the old party in spite of the tariff 
pledges he never did believe in, Mr. 
McMaster sticks to it because he 
3till has hopes of these same pledges. 
While others of the party are busy 
explaining that it was never intended 
to implement them, Mr. McMaster 
thinks otherwise, and reads Mr. Field- 
ing into the explanation: 

“At Ottawa in 1919 we passed a 
trade plank in the platform which I 
consider is a sound plank for the 
people of this country, and after we 
passed that plank the present Minis- 
ter of Finance allowed his friends to 
nominate him as the leader of the 
Liberal party. I “do not think for 
one moment that the Minister of 
Finance- would ever, after that plat- 
form was passed, have allowed his 
friends to place him in nomination 
had he not been in substantial agree- 
ment with that platform.” 

Well, Mr. Fielding is Finance Min- 
ister, and has brought down his bud- 
get, and the trade plank is left out, 
notwithstanding ‘Progressive support 
for it. Yet Mr. McMaster stands by, 
because, as he reads the pages of 
history, right up to 1911, the Liberal 
party will not, in the end, prove 
recreant to its trust, Which, to Mr. 
McMaster’s mind, ‘is free trade. 

The Progressives’ attitude may be 
summed up in the statement that 
they don’t like the budget, for a 
score of reasons, but they will not 
vote for Sir Henry Drayton’s amend- 
ment because it accuses the Liberal 
government of “political dishonor,” 
it ig not the Progressive policy to 
oppose or condemn the government 
as long as there is any hope of get- 
ting any of their own special legis- 
lation through it. Hon. T. A. Crerar 
undoubtedly takes that position, and 
most of the Liberal Progressives are 
equally sympathetic and long-suffer- 
ing, but there is a section which 
would like to try an amendment of 
its own, if the House rules permitted, 
which they do not. R. A. Hoey, of 
Springfield, is said to be leader of 
that wing, and his encounter’ with 
Rt. Hon. ‘Arthur Meighen during the 
debate may be quoted by way of 
presenting a bird’s eye view of the 
situation: 

Mr. Meighen: Does my honorable 
friend believe in the practice of 


‘making political promises’ and : _ then al 


violating, them ‘in office??. 
Mr. ‘Hoey: T ‘certainly do: not 


Mr. .Meighen:, Then why. does. the | 
honorable‘ gentleman refuse; to cen-| 
sure that practice? ; 


Mr. Hoey: Iam not dealing « with 
the censure; ‘I am dealing with’ the 
angle from which the censure, comes, 
Placing myself: in the -*position ‘ of 
members. to my -right,.:1 could ‘not 
conscientiously censure any govern- 
ment for not following.a WHORE prom- 
ise by wrong action. 


Mr. Meighen: The Sceniunat does 
not condemn a-failure to do wrong; 
it condemns the making of a promise 
and the “breaking thereof, ‘and’ ‘ that 
practice the honorable ‘gentleman 
says he himself condemns. 


Mr. Hoey: -In. my opinion the 
amendment is wholly unworthy of a 
great party and a great leader. 


Mr. Duff: It is.not a great party. 


Mr. Hoey: A great party and a 
great leader.. “With. natural; and ac- 
quired ability, and enough to spare 
for every emergency, 

Western Ontario Progressives, . as 
the debate has brought out, are not 
nearly so cocksure about free trade 
as the Western grain growers. Wil- 
liam Elliott (South Waterloo) advo- 
cated a tariff commission, and ‘would 
gosofar as to approve such measure 
of protection as that commission 
would award industries after hearing 
their cases. Even W. C. Good, of 
Brant, approved protection of infant 
industries, though he preferred 
straight bonuses to tariff protection. 
Indeed, Hon. T. A. Low, of South 
Renfrew, on Friday evening ventured 
the assertion that: “In the province 
of Ontario, the farmers, just the same 
as the urban portion of the popula- 
tion, if left to themselves would ap- 
preciate the value of the tariff, be- 
cause they understand that the best 
market they have is the home mar- 
ket, and I cannot understand how 
men argue from an opposite stand- 
point. 


J. L. Stansell, Conservative mem- 
ber for East Elgin, put his finger on 
a sore spot, when he referred to Pro- 
gressive support given the Liberal 
candidate in some ridings because of 
the similarity in the two party plat- 
forms. Harold Putman (Colchester). 
had just acknowledged his election as 
due to Progressive votes. 


“So far as I was able to observe in 
the last campaign,” said Mr. Stansell, 
“the statement was made repeatedly 
that there was practically no differ- 
ence between the two platforms, and 
that the Liberal party, if ‘entrusted 
with the government of the country, 
would prove equally the friends of 
the farmer and the laboring man, as 
the Progressive party. I am sorry to 
say, however, that speeches so far 
contributed by members of the Pro. 
gressive party show that in the pres-, 
ent budget they are not able to see 
that close resemblance.” 


Southwestern ‘ Ontario counties, 
particularly Kent, Lambton, Essex 
and Middlesex, are much disturbed 
over the finance minister’s decision 
to place an excise tax of 49 cents a 
hundred on beet sugar. Progressive 
members for East Lambton and 
West Middlesex have. both protested 
in the house, and both ‘Mr. Fraser 
and Mr. Drummond spoke in support 
of a deputation which subsequently 
waited on Mr. Fielding to urge recon- 
sideration. €. G, Houson, general 
manager of the Dominion Sugar Com- 
pany, with factories at Wallaceburg, 
Chatham and Kitchener, declared 
that the firm had no prospect of op- 
erating at a profit this year, and the 
proposed excise, which was_ really 
more than earnings, would mean a 
shut-down. Harry Gilroy, of Alvin- 
ston, for the beet growers, stated 
specifically that the farmers. could 
not possibly absorb the tax, at pres- 
ent low rates for beets. They would 
not only have to go out of the busi- 
ness, and lose equipment adapted to 
it, but the whole organization of the 
new Peninsular company, a co-oper- 
ative concern, would be halted. It 
is a pretty big contract for anyone to 
bring about a change of heart in Mr. 
Fielding, who is reputed to take all 
these suggestions as more or _ less 
reflection on his judgment. 


Fishing for scandals, through the 
well known medium of the Public 
Accounts Committee, has been high- 
ly unproductive. Since Rt. Hon. 
Mackenzie King’s own pot shell scan- 
dal was blown into thin air by testi- 
mony on the first witness, the com- 
mittee has met but once. On this 
occasion an attempt was made -by 
Liberal members to show that the 
Canadian National Railways had 
been in the habit of discriminating 
against Nova Scotia coal. Here again 
the first witness spoiled the argument 
by testifying that the C.N.R. carried 
Maritime coal as far as Montreal 
and even Ottawa, at a cost of 25 to 
50 cents a ton more than a_ s6upply 
could be had from the United States 
via Buffalo. With ‘every facility, 
partisans of the new government have 
been unable to bring out a single item 
to the discredit of the Meighen ad- 
ministration—a fine record indeed, 
in view of the tremendous pressure 
of financial affairs in the war and 
post-war years. 


It was not generally known—cer- 
tainly the public outside of Ottawa 
were unaware—that Sir Henry Dray- 
ton came down to the House virtually 
from a sickbed to deliver his speech 
on the budget as Opposition financial 
critic. Following serious illness in 
the family, Sir Henry himself suffer- 
ed an affection of the membranes 
which made eyes and throat’ very 
painful, and from which he has not 
even: yet recovered. Yet he took his 
place, and spoke, according to cus- 
tom, next after the Finance Minister, 
delivering an address which uncover- 
ed most of the many weaknesses of 
the budget proposals and put forward 
a number of constructive criticisms 
as well. No one understands better 
than the ex-minister the problems of 
the finance department and the tech- 
nical aspect of the country’s money 
matters. 

The government is {n a somewhat 
embarrassing situation with respect 
to the oleomargarine controversy. 
The House recently voted, on a non- 
party division, against prohibition of 
the importation and manufacture of 
this butter substitute. Any bill to 
be framed on the decision would nor- 
mally be brought in by the Minister 
of Agriculture, but ‘Hon. W. R. 
Motherwell was one of those who 
spoke and voted for exclusion of oleo, 
in the interests of the dairy industry. 
His colleague, Mr. Fielding, on the 
other hand, is against restriction of 
the commodity, chiefly on grounds of 
personal liberty. Mr. Motherwell 
will be on delicate ground as sponsor

Either the divided 
Progressive vote means a split in 
that party, or it was a matter of 
amicable arrangement with the gov- 
ernment to avoid a dissolution. If 
the latter, it would be interesting to 
see what price the country has to 
pay for those nine votes in wheat 
board. legislation, for instanqe. 
Certainly the tariff is no justification 
for Progressive support, if the pro- 
fessions of that party mean anything.

HOW TO USE HOPPER POISON 

A great deal of grasshopper poison 
bait is being wasted it has been found 
by. the department of - agriculture 
through the fact: that the’ bait is 
often put out at the wrong fime of 
day and in some cases before the hop- 
pers have made their appearance at 
all. Grasshoppers begin to feed in 
the morning when the sun becomes 
{hot enough to heat them up, and 
this is the time to place the bait. 
Good judgment must be used in this 
regard, but from present observa- 
tions, on ordinarily warm days, the 
proper time to place the bait is be- 


tween 6.30 and 9 in the morning. 
The effectiveness of the bait de- 
pends much upon this. The bait

PREDICTS HIGHER PRICES 


“June 8 only 12 cars of wheat 
reached Chicago; June 7 only a_ few 
carloads passed through Chicago, 
none stopped; -June 6 only 5 cars of 
wheat. The previous week from 100 
to 500 cars arrived every day. _ The 
farmers will not sell their grain at 
present prices; to do ‘80 would be a 
great, error. ' 

“The newspapers are now publish- 
ing reports of droughts from southern 
Europe while all interests over there 
are trying to hide the facts. We can- 
not blame them; they are now com- 
pelled to buy many shiploads of grain 
from us and whenall the facts about 
that great drought are known. they 
will be compelled to pay much ‘higher 
prices. 

“The newspapers are telling of a 
serious shortage of rain in Australia, 
and say the estimate is that that con- 
tinent will not have more than six- 
teen million bushels of , wheat ‘for 
export. This is their winter; they 
sow winter grain around March as we 
do around September and harvest it 
around January as we do. around 
July. When they get to January 
they will have little wheat to  har- 
vest and none ‘to export.
